Too  much  cannot  he  said  iu  favor  of 
training  the  hands  to  do  whatever  work 
they  are  called  on  to  do  with  exactnem. 
A  vast  amount  of  the  force  of  the  world 
is  merely  wasted  because  the  worker  has 
not  been  projs-rly  trained  to  work  iu 
the  simplest  ami  best  manner.  Want  of 
method  is  at  tin-  bottom  of  im>*t  of  the 
troubles  of  overworked  nervous  women. 
They  fritter  away  more  than  double  the 
amount  of  energy  required  to  do  their 
work  jirejs-rly,  and 
oomphshing  it  at  the  end. 

A  systematic  quoit  will  go  into  her 
kitchen,  lay  out  the  materials  for  an 
elaliorate  dinner,  and  by  steady,  orderly 
work  will  have  everything  ready  at  the 
pro] >cr  time.  She  will  leqyn  no  debris  of 
her  work  Is-himl  when  t liy  dinner  is 
served,  and  -except  for  tlu*  few  |*.ts  and 
pans,  soaking-  there  will  -he  m>  s-.gn 
about  tin-  kitchen  of  what  she  hits  ac¬ 
complished.  The  housekeeper  who  in¬ 
dulge*  in  brilliant  flashes  of  industry 
l\ud  luu  her  wrTrk  shftf*  between  limes  is 
an  abject  failure,  hut  not  more  of  one 
than  the  over  energetic  housewife  whff 
takes  a  dozen  steps  where  three  svill  suf-  [ 
fice,  aud  Uses  up  her  strength  in  'petty, 
ways,  so  that  she  is  unable  to  accomplish, 
necessary  tasks  or  only  does 'them  finally 
by  aii  almost  superhuman  effort. 

As  a  role  American  housekeepdrs  dis¬ 
like  science  and  method  as  applitsl  to 
their  work,  and  with  some  show  of  rea¬ 
son.  <  irahajnites  and  Various  other  food 
cranks  have  appropriated  good  terms, 
full  of  meaning  originally,  and  have  ap¬ 
plied  them  to  their  own  ideas.  Scien¬ 
tific  cooking  is  associated  almost  irrev¬ 
ocably  in  the  mind  of  the  average 
housekeeper  with  bran  bread  and  Oat¬ 
meal  rnush — a  diet  now  warranted  by 
intelligent  physicians  to  break  dowu  the 
strength  of  a  Tartar  savage.  Thorough 
scientific  knowledge  of  what  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  sustain  life  would  lead  any  one 
to  avoid  such  a  diet.  The  matter*  which 
Tt  is  especially  necessary  to  bring  down 
to  a  scientific  basis  m  order  to  save  time 
are  methods  of  work. 

In  the  kneading  of  bread,  for  example, 
if  the  w«rk  is  done  properly  and  the 
&>ugh  turned  and  folded  systematically 
in  kneading  there  is  no  waste,  no  stick¬ 
ing  of  bread  to  the  bowl  it  is  raised  in, 
and  no  dust  left  oVer-the  l>oard.  The 
simple  exercise  of  kneading  steadily  and 
easily  for  half  an  hour  is  no  hardship; 
it  is,  on  the  contrary., an  admirable  and 
delightful  exercise,  which  maybe  recoin 
mended  for  broadening  the  chest.  When 
the  proper  method  of  handling  the  prate 
in  making  puff  paste  is  once  acquired 
you  may  discard  marble  tables  and 
chilled  rolling  pins,  amLeuccOsa is  as  cer¬ 
tain  as  it  can  lie  from  any  merely  human 
work.
